Thirty-tw- o Heavy Machines

RaicTSaarbruck and Sail

Away in Fog.

DROP SALVOS OF BOMBS

Sky Armadas Now Fashioned Ex-

actly on Plan of Battle-

ship Fleets.

Paris, Aug. 9. The navies of the air
have again clashed, and a French aero-
plane squadron has beaten off a mosquito
fleet of German "avlatlks," bambarded
the railroad station and factories at
Saarbruck. on the border of Rhine prov-
ince, on German soil, and sailed away
through a dense fog, leaving great clouds
of smoke and flame rising from the earth
below.

The extent to which the sky armadas
have been developed by the genius of
the French officials and pilots Is aptly
demonstrated when it becomes known
that aero squadrons are now fashioned
exactly on the plan of fleets of battle-
ships. The machines are divided into
classes, each of which has Its separate
function to perform.

The speedy, light air craft are desig-
nated as the scouts and destroyers of
the squadron and swarm around the
heavier craft, which, flying In battle
formation, are equipped with heavy
bombs and light cannon. They carry
only machine rifles and light rapid-flr- e
guns and are designed to fight off the
attacks of the enemy aircraft, giving
the main squadron of air Dreadnoughts
opportunity either to veer and sail away
or to prepare themselves for battle.

Instead of flying by twos and threes.
as in the beginning of the ar, these
aircraft now strike out on their raids
in flotillas of thirty or more, the light
aeros darting out in front and protect-
ing the flanks of their heavier and slow-
er brethren, which are burdened with
heavy bombs slung In baskets under-
neath, which can be released upon the
earth by a shaft arrangement, like thegear of an automobile, close by the
pilot's hand.

There Is a flagship for each squadron,
from which the flight commander issues
orders from His captains and lieutenants
aboard the other aircraft. Een atmos-
pheric conditions have, to a large ex-
tent, been overcome, today's raid being
carried out in a bank of fogs, the
French machines laying course for miles
through the fleecy curtam.

Thirty-tw- o heavy machines, accompa-
nied by a number of light craft, set out
from a point in northern France today,
on the raid against Saarbruck. Owing
to the difficulties of the fog. six of the
larger type aeros were forced to put
back, but the rest laid a good course
and In a couple of hours arrived over
their destination.

A swarm of German "aviatiks" imme-
diately took to the air to combat the
invading fleet, but were Immediately en-
gaged by the speedy air cruisers and
destroyers of the French fleet, the while
the battle aeros circled oer their ob
jective and loosed saltos of bombs, more
than 180 hurtling earthward upon the
buildings and factories of the German
town.

Their work completed, the word to re-
tire was flashed to each Trench ma-
chine and. while the smaller craft
fought off the Germans, the retreat com-
menced. The Germans soon gave up the
pursuit.

VaSt clouds of heavy smoke and sheets
of flames rising from the ground told
it here the bombs had hit.

VISTULA ARMY SAFE,

PETROGRAD REPORTS

Impetus of the Great Austro-Germ- an

Drive Now Believed to Be

Weakening.

Fetrograd, .Aug. 9. If the ies held
in higher military quarters here are
well founded, any danger which may
hae existed for the Russian Vistula
army Is now past. The troops are now
taking up the new position! allotted
them without precipitation, and at the
moment their rear is not threatened.

Moreover, there are signs that the
impetus of the Austro-Germa- n attacks
is naning. and these signs multiply each
day The failure of the enemy to re-
peat Friday's attempt to rush Kovno
and Ossoweis is held to Indicate that
he does not dispose large forces in the
zones .of these rortrcsses.

There Is private news from Vilna of
fearful havoc wrought on the Germans
near Kovno.

The Russian position in the Baltic
province is now described ai Arm.
Southeast of Riga the enemy has been
pushed back almost to Mltau. Indeed
he Is beliced to hae drawn on his
force here, which consisted of about a
corps and a half, to strengthen the im-
pact of his attack east of Ponlevltch in
the direction of the Dvinsk-VIIn- a rail-
way. The battle in this latter region still
hangs in the balance, but wo are as-
sured that the Germans during the last
twenty-fou- r hours for which there is
news. hae made no headway.

The main pressure of the enemy con-
tinues to fall on the Narew line and
en the front that extends along botn
sides of the Vleprs. In the latter of
these two directions the latest fighting
on the whole has been In favor of the
Russians.

Shipments to Rotterdam.
A large proportion of the shipments go

to the "Government of the Netherlands,
Rotterdam," while the rest Is divided be-
tween Great Britain, France and Italy.
The shipments to France and Italy are
sent to the governments direct, while
most of the British shipments are sent
to "Necling. Birmingham. England."
Neeling Is one of the largest munitions
factories in England.

The old section of the huge Hastings
factory is devoted to the manufacture of
bn-s- s and copper metal sheets, that are
turned Into shells after delivery. In the
manufacture of shrapnel and bullets the
company does not attempt to fill them
with explosive: it confines Itself to mak-
ing the shells and bullet "empties," th
explosive being added after the manu-
factured product arrives at Its destina-
tion.

The company is manufacturing brass
and copper shell heads for the nine,
twelve and fifteen-inc- h guns of the
British navy. The manufacturing Is
done under the supervision of experts
from the governments having con-
tracts. Shipments are not made until
the goods first receive the seal of ap
proval of the foreign experts, and then
they are placed aboard lighters and
towed to this city, alongside the
steamers of the allies.

CARRANZA TO TAKE
BULL BY THE HORNS

Galveston. Tex.. Aug. 9. All doubt
as to Carranza's position regarding
various Mexican problems have been
removed by cablegrams received
here today. He proposes to become
president of Mexico in some way. and
has already taken the "bull by the
horns." Since last Friday, according
to the official dispatches, the archives
and government clerks have been 'mov
ing to Mexico City. Carranza himself
will go within a few days. Once
there, he will proclaim himself provi-
sional president of the republic and es-
tablish a government after his own
Ideas.

In support of his action he will ap
peal to the people of the United States
for support through a manifesto which
is about ready for the press of this
country.

In this appeal he will give In detail
the history of the revolution and will
publish all correspondence with the
State Department under Bryan and
Lansing. Further, he will show what
he calls unfair treatment of the revo-
lution spirit by certain Americans afnd
other foreign councils.

These dispatches say there will be
no conference between carranza and
Villa or Carranza and Zapata. These,
Carranza insists, must leave Mexico.

SCOTT'S REAL MISSION
IS PUZZLING ELPASO

El Paso. Tex., Aug. 9. Gen. Hugh
L. Scott had little to say to Gen. Fran
cisco Villa today, and that little he
said In a mighty short time. They
talked In just seventeen minute. Both
Scott and Villa refused tonight to
make any statement which will throw
the least light on Scott s mlsalon to
the border.

Gen. Scott, when he alighted from
the train at 2:45 o'clock this afternoon,
was handed a telegram which in-

structed him to take up with Villa the
question of forced loans and confisca-
tion of foreign mining and mercantile
Interests on the Villa territory. It is
considered certain here that Scott told
Villa exactly what Is expected of him
in the present crisis. El Pasoans are
now puzzled over Scott's real mission
to the border, and what Washington
expects Villa to do and what Villa's
reply to these demands will do. Gen-

eral opinion here is that Villa has
been directed to cease operations with-
in a certain number of days or take
the consequences. These consequences,
it is believed, will be the blocking of
all border ports and if necessary the
occupation of Mexican ports on the
line.

By this latter move Villa would be de-
prived of the gold that may come to him
as taxes from imports and exports, thus
cutting off his food and ammunition
supplies. It Is believed that that Iden-

tical action Is planned by Washington In
the handling of Carranza. Gen. Felipe
Angeles, Villa's secretary of war. al-
though the prime mover in peace pro-

ceedings, was not at the conference be-

tween Gen. Scott and Villa.
George C. Carotbers, Washington's

representative with Villa, was present,
however, and acted as interpreter. The
meeting between Gen. Scott and Villa
was held In a little house which Villa
has been using as his Juarez home. Gen.
Scott was not in uniform when he ar-
rived here today, and no military hon-
ors were bestowed on him.

PRINCESS MAEY HELD AS SPY.

Kin's Daughter, an Way to See
Prince. Forajot Passports.

London, Aug. 9. Even royal princesses
should not wander from home in war
times without their passports. Princess
Mary, of England, has been arrested and
held as a German spy while on a visit
to her brother, the Prince of Wales, at
British headquarters somewhere In
France, all because she had forgotten
her papers.

As Chester, accompanied by
Mile. Dussau. the princess set out to
meet her brother, but when about six
miles from the village where Gen.
French's staff Is quartered her automo-
bile was baited by a French patrol. The
officer In charge was sympathetic but
sceptical; he had his duty to perform.
Tho car was put under a guard and it
was hinted that its occupants might be
shot if their story was disproved. For
four hours the two prisoners waited In
suspense.

There was suspense also at Brltisn
headquarters. The Prince of Wales had
sent out an alarm for an overdue sister
and the British line was on the alert.
At length a message came xfrom the
French lines, announcing the claims of
two impostors held prisoners by a" cor-
poral's guard. Tho identity of the miss-
ing princess was qujckly established and
the daughter of England's royal house
was soon freed of the charge of being
a German spy.

KILLED IN HAITI FIGHT

Military Honors Mark Funeral Rites
for Two Jackies of Cruiser

Washington.
Boston. Aug. 9. A military funeral

was today given the two American sail-
ors killed in the recent occupation of
Port au Prince by. sailors and marines
from the U. S. S. Washington. The ser-
vices were held in a drizzling rain at
the Charlestown Navy Yard. .The Sag-drap- ed

caskets of Carson S. Whltehurst.
of Norfolk, and William Gompers, ot
Brooklyn, both of the cruiser Washing-
ton, were laid side by side on a dock.
On each was a small bunch of astors,
the tribute of an aged Charlestown
woman, widow of a civil war veteran.
She called herself the "Mother of the
Army and Navy Boys.

The services were In charge of Com-
mandant Rush, of the Navy Yard, and
were conducted by the chaplain of the
Old Soldiers Home, Chelsea. There,
were prayers and scriptural reading.
Hundreds of marines and sailors stoodi
with bared heads. A volley was fired
over the casket by a company from the
U. S. S. Georgia. The services closed
with the sounding of taps and the
playing of "Nearer My God to Thee" by
the Georgia's band.

Tho bodies were then placed in two.
hearses draped with flags and escorted
by sailors and marines to the South
Station where they were forwarded to
their homes.

Italians Slay 2,000 Austrians.
